THE INDIAN WAR.

Arrival of the Indian Commission =t
Sleux City—Comnmnotls Held with Im-
dians—Departure for Omaha and Fort
Laramie,

Broux Ciry, lows, Sept. 9—Via Denison, Iowa,
Sept. 1L, —The Indiaw Cemmissioners remohed
here at noon to-day. All are well. Counclls
were held with all the different bands of Indians
a8 far as Fort Bully. Indlan reservations were
gitnated on the Big Cheyenne river and at the
month of the Nebraska,

The Commission starts at once for Omaha,
and from thence to Fort Laramie to visit the
hostile tribes.

Attack on & Passenger Train near Fort
Harker—Murder of Three Men; One
Woman,and a Boy by the Cheyennons,
Leaveswortn, Sept. 1L.—The Indians fired

into a passenger tramn, six miles west of Fort

Harker to-day. They huad placed ties on the

track, which were removed by the pilot of the

locomotive, when about thirty-five Indians rose
up from & ravine and poured a volley into the
cars, without injuring any one, however.

A band of Cheyennes murdered snd scalped
three men and one woman at Pilumle Buttes, on
Little Arkansas, & few days since, snd u.'boy
named Malone was served the same way last
saturday, at Cow creek, niueteen miles west of
Fort Harker.

alr would retard, Instead of facilitating the
eflorta of the firemen to save the ship.

Abont hatf-past 2 o'clock she was out from her
mooriugs and drifted Into the stream, whers Lhe
firemen let go ope of her anchors, but she
drogeed it, and drifted to the Fuolton streel
ferry, & mass of flames and smoke. Here &
hawser was attached, and the Folton ferry boat
Inion towed ber out into the middle of the
Fast river, where the anchor brought her to for
8 short time. An effort was then made to scut-
tle her. Mr. Dean, the watchman, thea went
aboard, bot the dense amoke ecansed bim fo fall
on the deck In nn insensible econdilion, snd it
was only on beiog removed from the burning
vessel that he  revived. A strong food
tide was runniog, nnd tbe wves again
drifted towards the New York glde and broaght
up nesr the foot of Beekman sireet, whers a
siuad of the Second precinet police, under Sers
geant Walsh, were promptly on hund to render
whatever assinuance might be required. Agam
the burning vessel drifted off, snd flouted up the
river Lo the Fourth poliee precinet. There she
waos boarded by Ofticers Oats, Thompson, Andor-
ton, and Rller, who dropped her left bower
anchor and remained on board until driven off
by the flames. She remmained at that place until
the foremast went overboard and the windlass
pave way, whon che agaln drifted and was car-
ried by the current mlongside of pier No: 28,
where alie remained stationary,

Tho engines censed to work shortly before 4
o'clock, as all efforta to get the tire under had
proved unavalling. At & quarter to 6 o'closk
the main and mizzen musts went overboard with
a tremendous corash, and preparations were
again made to scuttle her, as it was feared that
if allowed to burn o the water'=odge the dock
would be in danger of catching fice. Thia in-
tenbion was finally abandoned, as it was deemed
fmpotsible to carey it out mmc:vul‘ullr. on ao-
gount of there being no barge on bonrld,

At six o'clock the engines again weni to wark,
Two were on the dock and two on board & tug-
boat in the river. Theyv continued to throw
streams of water into ber hold until about
eleven o'clock, when, finding that all efforts to
extipguish tha flames were unavailing, the stitl
blaging hull was towed down the Eust river, off
Governor'a Islaud, whero streams of water were
thrown on ber from pumerous tugs and the
ﬂilmcs extingunished at a late hour last eve-
ning.

During the time that the Bmil lay at the
Brooklyn silde of the river, John Hinderman, a
member of Engine Company No. 9, was seri-
ously injured by falling from a Indder. He was
conveyed to his residence in Ormond place, and
hopes are entertained of his recovery.
